unprecedented period of growth during his 
tenure. 


Through his guidance, Alabama's athletic 
department remains focused on his vision of 
having all Crimson Tide athletic teams and 
student-athletes competitive at the highest 
level nationally while continuing to elevate 
athletic facilities at the Capstone to premier 
status nationally for all sports. 


During his tenure as Director of Athletics, 
Moore has overseen more than $200 million 
of capital improvements to University of Ala- 
bama athletic facilities. Those projects have 
encompassed the entire scope of all Crimson 
Tide athletic programs and have benefitted 
every Alabama student-athlete, coach, and 
administrator. 


Throughout his multi-faceted career, Moore 
has worked with a diversified field of con- 
stituents, from fellow coaches and former 
players, to fans and the business community. 
All of those experiences and relationships - 
in addition to his ability to unify those many 
constituents - have made him the ideal per- 
son to lead Alabama athletics in the 2ist cen- 
tury. 


His leadership has been crucial in helping 
guide Alabama through a period that has 
been, at times, extremely challenging. His 
guidance and effort helped Alabama athlet- 
ics weather the storm, while continuing to 
move in a positive direction toward a future 
that holds great promise. 


Moore's dedication to and love of the Univer- 
sity of Alabama was recognized on March 28, 
2007, when as a permanent tribute to his life- 
long contribution to The University of Ala- 
bama, the Board of Trustees of The University 
of Alabama officially dedicated the facility 
formerly known as The Football Building as 
the Mal M. Moore Athletic Facility, 


Under Moore's direction, Alabama's athletic 
teams have produced two national champi- 
onships, the 2009 football title and the 2002 
NCAA gymnastics championship, as well as 
several Southeastern Conference champion- 
ships, winning titles in football, gymnastics, 
men’s basketball, women’s golf, men’s golf, 
men’s cross country, baseball and softball; 
taking SEC tournament titles in both base- 
ball and softball, Alabama athletes have 
earned some of the highest honors the SEC 


and NCAA have to offer, including SEC Ath- 
lete of the Year, SEC Scholar-Athlete of the 
Year, NCAA Top Vill, NCAA Postgraduate 
Scholarships and NCAA Sportsperson of the 
Year. These honors are over and above the 
individual conference and national titles that 
Alabama athletes continue to bring home to 
the Capstone on a regular basis. 


In addition to making his mark on Alabama, 
Moore has also had a national impact as 2 key 
member of several prestigious NCAA and col- 
lege football committees. Moore has served 
on the NCAA Division | Football Issues Com- 
mittee, the SEC Athletic Directors Bow! Advi- 
sory Committee and the Big Six Conferences 
Minority Coaches Forum. 


Moore's distinguished record of service to 
UA began more than 50 years ago when he 
joined the Crimson Tide football squad as a 
scholarship player for Coach Paul “Bear” Bry- 
ant from 1958-62. Moore has the distinction 
of being a part of eight national champion- 
ship teams (1961, 1964, 1965, 1973, 1978, 1979, 
1992 and 2009) with the first coming as a 
player, the next six during his coaching career 
and the last during his tenure as director of 
athletics. As a player and coach, he was also 
part of 14 SEC championships, and 27 bow! 
trips. He is the only individual connected with 
the Tide program to be a part of eight na- 
tional championships. 


ATHLETICS DIRECTOR 


During a coaching career that spanned 31 
years, Moore spent 22 of those at Alabama 
with stops at Montana State, Notre Dame and 
the NFL's St. Louis and Phoenix Cardinals. At 
Alabama, Moore started as Coach Bryant's 
graduate assistant in 1964, then as defensive 
backfield coach for five years beginning in 
1965 before becoming quarterbacks coach 
from 1971-82 and serving as the Tide's first of- 
fensive coordinator starting in 1975, He would 
90 on to coordinate all of the offensive plays 
for Alabama's last four national champion- 
ship teams, 


1963 graduate of The University of Alabama, 
Moore holds both an undergraduate degree in 
Sociology and a 1964 Master's Degree in Sec- 
ondary Education from the Capstone, Moore 
was born December 19, 1939, in Dozier, Ala.

The University of Alabama Athletics Department is 
in the process of renovating and expanding Foster 


Auditorium and creating a new home for the Crimson 
Tide's volleyball and women’s basketball programs. 


The restoration of the venerable three-story building is 
underway now and will include refurbishing the arena 
portion of the building, with new seating both on the 
fioor level and the building's second level which over- 
looks the court and promises to create an impressive 
competitive atmosphere 


The renovation will also include suites for both pro- 
grams that will house the team's locker rooms, team 
areas, meeting and video rooms, and coaches offices. 
There will also be a weight room and training facilities 
included in the project. 


Volleyball and women’s basketball are currently housed 
in Coleman Coliseum along with the men’s basketball 
and gymnastics programs. Foster Auditorium was 
named in 1942 for Richard Clarke Foster, president of 
the University of Alabama from 1937-41, and was the 
largest and most expensive of 14 buildings added to 
campus between 1936 and 1939 using funds from the 
Public Works Administration. 


In its original capacity, Foster served as home for 
intramurals, graduations, concerts, lectures and cam- 
Pus meetings. It also served as the home of several 
varsity athletic programs over the years, including the 
men’s basketball team until 1968 and women's basket- 
ball who played a few games there in their inaugural 
1975 season before they followed the men to what is 
now known as Coleman Coliseum. 


The Tide's volleyball and gymnastics program also 
practiced and competed in Foster. The gymnastics 
team began competing in Coleman Coliseum in the late 
1980s, with the volleyball program making the move in 
1996 with the completion the coliseum annex. 


The women's athletic program, including coaches and 
administrative offices, was located in Foster during the 
1970s through the early 1980s.

The Southeastern Conference continues to flourish as a solid and competi- 
tive league in women’s collegiate volleyball. 

In the last two decades, the SEC has made stellar contributions in volleyball. 
The conference has sent at least two SEC teams to the NCAA Tournament in ev- 
ery season the last 20 years. The SEC had a team reach the Final Four seven of 
the 10 seasons in the ‘90s with the league having a team advance to the regional 
final nine of those 10 seasons. 

Since 2000, the SEC has had a team reach the Final Four three times and 
regional final four times. In 2009, the LSU Tigers won the SEC title, their fifth in 
program history, first since 1991. The win by LSU snapped an 18-year reign of the 
Florida Gators. 

The SEC sent four teams to the NCAA Tournament: Florida, Kentucky, LSU 
and Tennessee. Kentucky and Tennessee both advanced to the Regional rounds. 

Since the inaugural SEC volleyball championship in 1979-80, many changes 
have occurred in the conference with volleyball. The addition of Arkansas and 
South Carolina to the league in 1991 brought the divisional format to the sport 
with five teams competing in the Eastern Division and six teams in the Western 
Division. 

In 2009, the SEC entered into an unprecedented TV agreement with ESPN 
that provided exclusive coverage of SEC athletics. With the arrangement, SEC 
volleyball is now broadcast on three different platforms: ESPNU, FS South/ 
Southwest/Sun Sports and CSS and has more exposure than any other league. 
Live SEC volleyball coverage can now reach into 73 million homes nation-wide on 
ESPNU, and in the SEC nine-state region, 25 million homes on FS South/South- 
west/Sun Sports, and 11 million homes on CSS.
